is but fair that‘they should now pay for their return journey to home till they 
are in a position to recall them, Unless this is done they will either fasten 
themselves as a dead incubus on society, or take to primitive methods for appeas- 
ing the rebellion of their ‘belly neither'of which prospects is very cheering. 
The mill‘villages in particular ‘will be @xposed to great risk if they are allowed 
to roam about unemployed. On the other hand, the agricultural prospects 
this year being on the whole favourable, they may, if they go back to their 
respective villages, find something there to maintain themselves with.

before the Council. It is the practice of the Government not to take up an 
contentious matter at the Simla session of the Legislative Council. ri sai 
therefore be presumed that the Bill is non-contentious. But as to what is con- 
tentious or not must at the outset be a matter of opinion. The questions and. 
replies given in the House of Commons do not indeed disclose any points in the 
Bill which may be ed as being of a controversial character. The replies 
necessarily did not go beyond the points raised by the questions. So far as the 
administration of the Universities is concernel, there is to be no fundamental 
change. But there lies the further questions as to its functions and the scope 
of its work. The Universities, or at any rate, the Calcutta University, exercises 
control over the higher schools that feed the colleges through the power of 
recognition. Round this question the keenest controversy has been raised. 
The Government Resolution of February 1913 recommended the withdrawal 
of this power from the Universities. The paper may add that it is not exer- 
cised by the University of Madras. The proposal, however, elicited the strong- 
est opposition in Bengal, aud Bengal public opinion, notwithstanding all that 
has been still in support of it, remains unconvinced, Does the Universities Bill 
propose any amendment of the existing law in this respect? That is the ques- 
tion of questions which exercises the mind of the educated community in 

The journal only hopes that in this present crisis, when the people want to think 


of nothing else save and except the momentous issues raised by the European 


war, they shall not be precipitated into the vortex of another agitation. The 
most vital of Imperial issues, that of Home Rule for Ireland, has been kept in 
abeyance until the sword has been sheathed and peace has been restored. The 


journal might at least be permitted to hope that the same procedure will be 


ollowed in this case, Similar to this question is that of the School Final. It 
has been adopted in Madras ; it is being tried in the United Provinces. But it 
ie not wanted in Bengal.
